County Clerk William G. Sharp 
Wednesday denied as '’totally un- 
founded'' stinging criiicism of his of- 
fice by the Los Angelas County 
Grand Jury for its handling of 
evidence in the assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. 

The 53-year-old department head 
said he has seen no indication that 
anyone in has office has done any- 
thing improper. 

He welcomes an investigation by a 
special task force appointed by 
Board of Supervisors Chairman 
Warren if. Dorn, he added. 

He is confident, Sharp said, that 
the inquiry under the. direction of 
Asst. County Administrative Officer 
Harry L. Kufiord will confirm the 
efficiency of the management of the 
clerk's office. 

And, Sharp said, he does not plan 
any changes in the open 1 . lion of his 
office as a. result of the grand jury's 
criiicism- 


Sharp also told a press conference 
that "no regular -records or exhibits” 
used in the trials of Sirhan B. Sirhan 
and Jack Kirsc.hke are missing. 

Sirhan was convicted and con- 
demned to death for the slaying of 
Kennedy. Kirschke, a former county 
prosecutor, is serving a life term for 
killing ills wife and her paramour. 

According to the county clerk, the 
only missing or incomplete doc- 
uments are the applications to view 
the exhibits in the cases and, he ex- 
plained, there are no statutory re- 
quirements that he keep these. 
Commenting on the grand jury's 
charge th-si numerous pages from 
two photostatic copies of Adlan's 
three so-called "RFK Must Die" 
notebooks are unaccounted for and 
that the cony of another of the note- 
books is missing in its entirety.
